Eisenhower called unification of 
the armed services a virtual fail­ 
ure. He opposed universal m ilitary 
training while the draft is in op­ 
eration. 
He charg ed there is a “famine 
or feast” policy toward the mili­ 
tary which has encourag ed a fren­ 
zied arms ex pansion with “disor­ 
der and duplication and waste,” 
The 
g reatest 
applause 
came 
when he turned his criticism on 
the Democratic administration and 
called for a chang e in Washing ­ 
ton. 
He was interrupted by applause 
25 times in his 23-minute speech. 
Two nig hts ag o, Gov. Adlai Ste­ 
venson of Illinois, Eisenhower’s 
Democratic rival for the presi­ 
dency , spoke from the same plat­ 
form in the 5th Reg iment Arm ory 
to an estim ated 8,500—slig htly less 
than the seating capacity . 
Ending a day of whistle-stop- 
ping throug h West Virg inia and 
M ary land, Eisenhower said in a 
speech prepared for delivery here 
that real unification of the arm ed 
forces has not y et been achieved. 
And he said that so long as there 
is a draft of y oung m en into the 
arm ed services “we cannot at the 
same tim e establish any form of 
training for our y oung men.” 
Previously Eisenhower has been 
an advocate of universal m ilitary 
training and of putting it into ef­ 
fect despite the difficulties in­ 
volved. This pronouncem ent seem- 
ec to put Eisenhower directly in 
line with the views that have been 
ex pressed 
by 
Republican 
Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio on this 
subject. 
Eisenhower’s address followed a 
day -long whistle stop swing down 
the Potomac River Valley and in­ 
to 
Baltimore, 
w here 
he 
drove 
throug h streets packed by a cheer­ 
ing throng estimated by Police 
Capt- Thomas J. Key es at 75,000. 
Indirectly but unm istakably , Ei­ 
senhow er voiced sharp criticism 
o ' the Joint Chiefs of Staff, which 
is now headed by Gen. O m ar N. 
Bradley , an old f r i ^ d and one of 
his

commanders 
in 
World 
W ar II. 
Eisenhower said that so-called 
unification of the arm ed services 
has produced more and not less 
competition among the branches. 
“Such unity as we have achiev­ 
ed is too m uch form and too little 
substance,” he declared. “We have 
continued with a loose way of 
operating that wastes time, money 
and talent with eq ual g enerosity . 
“W ith three services in place of 
the form er two, still g oing their 
separate way s and with an over­ 
all defense staff freq uently unable 
to enforce corrective action, the 
end result has freq uently been not 
to rem ove duplication but to re­ 
place it w ith triplication.” 
Asserting that there m ust be an 
end to this as soon as possible, 
the g eneral declared: 
“N either our security nor our 
solvency can perm it such a way 
of conducting the crucial business 
of national defense.” 
The g eneral w ho-until his resig ­ 
nation from the A rm y —was in in­ 
timate touch with the m ilitary sit­ 
uation in this country declared 
that “our defense prog ram need 
not and m ust not push us steadily 
toward economic collapse.” 
He said the prog ram had suf­ 
fered from w hat he called a “lack 
of farsig hted direction.” Eisenhow­ 
er said he did not intend to be­ 
little the abilities and devotion of 
the men and w'omen in uniform 
and in civilian clothes eng ag ed 
in defense work. 
“They are among the best, if 
not the best, of their kind in the 
world,” he said.

Crimes 
Increase 
In State 


FBI Says Missouri 
Manslaughter And 
Murder Rate Up With 
Robberies, Assaults 


WASHINGTON 
— Crime in 
Missouri increased in the first six 
months of this yea r compared with 
the first half of 1951, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation reports. 
The FBI said murders and non- 
negligent manslaughters in 
Mis­ 
souri- known to police increased 
from 3.02 per 1(K),(H)0 inhabitants 
in the first six months of 1931 to 
3.39 for the similar period this 
year. 
The robbery rate increased from 
38.8 to 43.5; 
aggravated assault 
from 66.8 to 71.8; burglary from 
209.1 to 213.2; 
larceny or theft 
from 417.8 to 434 and automobile 
theft from 86 to 99. 
Follows National Trend 
The increase in Missouri followed 
the national trend. The FBI re­ 
ported that for the nation as a 
whole the crime rate increased 6.4 
per cent. 
St. Louis reports showed more 
serious crimes committed during 
the first half of 1952 than for the 
corresponding period of 1951. 
The number of murders or non- 
negligent manslaughters known to 
police in St. Louis increased from 
28 in the first six months of last 
year to 45 in the first half of this 
year; robberies from 477 to 538;
